France,—The prefect of Do 
lice was advised recently that it had 
come to the knowledge of the criminal 
investigation that Lacombe, the notor- 
fous bandit accused of the murder of 
a ticket collector at the station of 
Les Aubrais, and leader of the gang 
which attacked the postoffice at Bex 
ons and killed the postmaster, had 
been seen within the last week at Put- 
eaux, Suresnes, and Franconville, three 
districts northwest of Paris, and that 
he was believed to be in hiding in one 
of these suburbs. 

At the Paris headquarters the night 
was passed in extraordinary prepara- 
tions. M. Touny, head of the muni- 
cipal police summoned all his avail- 
able men and distributed arms and 
ammunition. Ten inspectors were 
provided with the new bullet proof 
shields and heavy revolvers and a doz- 
en policemen were dispatched to the 
municipal laboratory where hey were 
equipped with asphyxiation bombs, 
bundles of straw, mattresses and other 
materials for covering an attack on 
the bandit’s stronghold. 

The detectives and policemen with 
the shields and poisonous bombs, in 
all a force of 192 men, left by train 
from St. Lazare. On arrival at Put- 
eaux the attacking forces were divided 
into two sections, one led by M. Le 
pine and the other by M. Hamard.

WHITEWASH FOR FARMS. 


Australian Method of Manufacture. 
South Americans Use Cactus Juice. 
The Australians use a whitewash 

which it is asserted will not rub off. It 

is prepared in the following manner: 
Dissolve two pounds of ordinary glue 
in seven pints of water and when all 
is dissolved add six ounces of bichro- 
mate of potassium dissolved in a pint 
of hot water. Stir the mixture up 
well and then add sufficient whiting 
to make it up to the usual consistency 
and apply with a brush in the ordinary 
manner as quickly as possible, This 
dries in a very short time and by the 
action of light becomes converted into 
a perfectly insoluble waterproof sub- 
stance which does not wash off even 
with hot water and at the same time 
does not give rise to mold growth, as 
whitewash made up with size often 
does. It may be colored to any desired 
shade by the use of a trace of aniline 
dye or powder coloring, while by the 
addition of a small proportion of calcic 


_sulphite its antiseptic power is much 


increased, 

A recent consular report states that 
a traveler in the rural districts of Uru- 
guay will be struck by the fine white 
color of the farm buildings even dur- 
ing the wet season. ‘This neat effect 
is secured by the use of a W hitewash 
prepared by macerating the sliced 
leaves of the common cactus in water 
for twenty-four hours, producing & 
liquid of creamy consistency, to which 
lime is added and the whole well mix- 
ed. It is suggested that in sections of 
the United States where tbe cactus is 
abundant it might be utilized with ad- 
yantige in this manner. The effect is

_ HEREDITY AND THE ‘EYES. 


Blue or Gray Eyed Parents Cannot 
Have Brown Eyed Children. 

Bince blue and probably gray eyed 
parents have no brown pigment in the 
outer surface of the iris they cannot 
transmit brown to that portion of their 
children’s eyes, This absent character- 
istic may be one that has been lost or 
it may never have been acquired, It 
is known in heredity language as a re- 
cessive. Hence, to repeat, two reces- 
sives produce in their offspring only 
their recessive condition. 

The hereditary behavior of brown eye 
color, however, is very different. In 
brown eyes actual piginent occurs in 
the iris. Here there is something ac- 
cumulated to hand on down to subse- 
quent generations. The amount that 
can be transmitted, however, depends 
on one’s own hereditary history as well 
as that of one’s consort. If both of 
Smith's parents belong to brown eyed 
strains, then Smith can have only 
brown eyes. And since Smith has beea 
given, as it were, a double dose of 
brown his eyes will be dark brown. 

Smith will have, in bis turn, only 
brown eyed children, whatever may be 
the color of his wife’s eyes, In the lan- 
guage of hereditary, Smith's brown eye 
color dominates over blue or gray. 
When Smith's brown eye color has 
been derived from one parent only, 
then his own eyes will tend to be light- 
er in color and only half of his germ 
cells will have the potentiality for mak- 
ing brown eyes. Hence, if he marries a 
blue or gray eyed wife, only balf of his 
children will bave brown eyes, and a 
light brown, too, because of two gen- 
erations of dilution. In case Smith's 
wife also has brown eyes derived from 
ove of her parents only, then three out 
of four of their children will have 
brown eyes, but only one of the three 
will get a double dose of brown; hence 
Smith's brown eyed children will not 
all trausmit brown in the same degree. 

Thus it is possible for a brown eyed 
parent to have one-half or one-quarter 
of his children blue or gray eyed. But 
it is never possible for two blue or 
gray eyed parents to have brown eyed 
childreu.— Independent. 


FREEZING WATER. 


Conditions That Cause the Bursting or 
Cracking of Ice. 

Ice never bursts from freezing. As 
soon as the liguid of which it is com- 
posed is frozen solid expansion ceases. 
Yhe cracking or bursting of ice is 
brought about fa this way; When wa- 
tcr is subjected to extreme cold ice 
crystals will gradually form on its sur- 
face until the same are covered with a 
thin coat of what appears to be wet 
svow, From this outer coating of ice 
crystals all subsequent freezing goes 
downward, the ice thickening accord- 
ing to the degree of cold. The water 
which is being converted into Ice now 
hegins to expand, creating a pressure 
npon the unfrozen water below. This 
pressure is both downward and out- 
ward, and In case the water under ob- 
servation is In a vessel the sides and 
bottom of the receptacle supply the re- 
sistauce. 

As the freezing process continues the 
pressure upon the confined water and 
air in the interior of the bulk increases 
until something yields, If the vessel 
he stronger than the ice stratum that 
lias formed over the surface the layer 
of ice will be bent upward at the cen- 
ter, that being the weakest point, on 
neconnt of the fact that the outer 
edges of the congealed mass are frozen 
fast to the sides of the vessel in which 
the experiment is being made, In ibis 
condition the center of the ice contin- 
ves to rise or bulge until it bursts 
from (he resistance of the walter below. 
Could the vesse) be tapped from below 
and the water drawn off no amount of 
freezing would be sufficient to crack 
or bulge the ice layer on the surface.

STYLES IN HANDCUFFS. 


The Old Time “Twisters” Were 
struments of Torture, 

It !s in the Aeneid that we find the 
first reference to the handcuff. Vergil 
informs us that Proteus was, by mies 
of such a device, fettered and rendered 
helpless by Aristaeus. 

It is of record that about 400 yeurs 
before the Christian era an army 
victorious Greeks came upon al 
chariots of Carthaginians which, 
among other things, coutuined a large 
number of handcuffs. 

Our term “handcuff” is derived from 
the Anglo-Saxon “handeop’ In the 
Saxon days these handecops were used 
in the cause of nobles, while 
were reserved for kings. The terms em 
ployed in the fourteenth century were 
“shack bolt” and “swirel manucie.” 
and the specimens thereof which have 
come down to us show that the instru 
ments were as cumbersome their 
names, 

Only two kinds of handcuffs were em 
ployed previously to the niveteenth 
century. One, the flexible, very 
similar to that now in use, wud the oth 
er, which was called “the fgure 
eight,” was utilized to restrain violent 
prisoners. This “figure eight" was 
greatly dreaded, since severe pain was 
oceasioned the fettered person did he 
attempt to move a limb, 

There used to be a form of handcul, 
now happily abolished, called the 
“twister.” This consisted of a chain 
with bandles at each end, This chain 
was placed about the wrists; (he hao 
dies were brought together and twisted 
until a firm grip was oblained. The 
least struggle on the part of the un 
fortunate captive resulted in the great 
est suffering, for the chains bit deeply 
into his flesh. A similar form of hand 
cuff was that called by the French “la 
ligote.”’ 

In some parts of Europe there is stil! 
used an exceedingly primitive form of 
handcuff. It consists of a V-shaped 
piece of metal, wherein the wrists are 
inserted, the open ends being drawn to 
gether by means of a cross 
which, however, must be maintsined 
taut during the whole time the captive 
is held. 

The most ingenlus and effective of al! 
handcuffs is that used in the United 
States and, indeed, adopted by the po 
lice of most civilized countries. It is 
much lighter and much clamsy 
than the old flexible handcuff and 
not painful to the wesrer.—Harper's 
Weekly.

MANURE FOR THE MELONS. 


Attempts to Grow Fruit Without Fer- 
tilizer Are Not Encouraging 


Phe lilineis agricultural experiment 
tiation has conducted fertilizer experi 


ments with muskmelons at Anna, in 
Union county, and at: hinumundy, in 
Marion county, for several years the 


chief objects of the experiments were 
to determine the relative efficiency of 
different amounts of manure sud meth. 
ods of application of manure, the effect 


of supplementing manure wilh com- 
mercial forins of phosphorus, the effect 
of using a complete commercial Terti- 
lizer in connection with manure and 
the effect of substituting commercial 
fertilizer for manure in the production 
of Gem melons. In both localities the 
experiments were conducted on typical 


melon soll of the region, that at Anime 
being unglaciated yellow silt loum aud 
that at Kinmundy gray silt loam 


Allempts to grow melons without 
manure were not very encournging, 
When the complete commercial ferti- 
lizer was used In the hills in place of 


manure the yields were greatly reduced.

he results of the experiments refer 
red to in this bulletin indicate that the 
influence of different methods of fer- 
lilizing the muskmelon are nore mark- 
ed upon a field plupfed than a trans- 
planted crop, but that the most satis- 
factory results in either crop are likely 
to be secured from a moderate amount 
of well rotted manure jn the hills.

Their Organic Materials Are Replaced 
by Mineral Particles, 

In answer to the query, “Do biologists 
or chemists know the process of petri- 
{faction or the reason why a human 

body or a plant in some cases takes the 

course of petrifaction instead of de 
| caying?” we would say: 

The process is at first one of decay 
_slowly and replacement particle by 
particle of the organic material by in- 
organic or mineral. Water holding sill- 
| ceous minerals in saturated solution is 
| necessary, the flesh or plant disorga- 

nizes, the carbon, oxygen, nitrogen, 
| hydrogen compounds disintegrate and 
/ escape, and the minute portion is re- 

placed by the mineral particle, the 
shape or form of the decaying body re- 
| maining intact, 

Now, the carbon in the bodies does 
not change to siliceous minerals. It 
disappears in its combination with the 
other elements, No element changes 
into another; this would be mutation. 
Replacement Is the word used here. 
Thus analyze a petrified man or plant 
—no organic matter can be found—only 


inorganic, and this weighs far more | 


than did the animated body. The en- 
tire process of petrification Is a mys- 
terious work of oature.—New York

| SELECTING A STALLION. | 


Some Important Factors That Are Very 
Often Overlooked. 

In the selection of a stallion it is im- 
| portant to see that the horse has a 
stout constitution or his emasculated 
sons Will not be valuable or profitable, 
writes W. R, Gilbert in Farm Journal. 
This matter of appetite and digestion 
should in the stallion represent a very 
full and greedy habit, as the sire does 
not usually do the severe work which 
|} impairs the digestion of the gelding. 
When a colt is added to the list of 
geldings his vital forces are thereby 
materially reduced, his bodily strength 
is lowered, his digestion is never aguin 
so good, and his circulation may yet be 
healthy, but it is milder, 

If a gelding be a gross feeder this 
troublesome excess would have been 
more pronounced had he been preservy- 
ed entire. If a stallion be a light feed- 
| er his stock can never be worthy of 
| stable room. Whatever else be over- 
looked, at least have the common 
| necessaries of a back, body and limbs, 
and if you must risk something let it 
be the frontage. The hind or propelling 
part is the motive power, and without 
it there is no push. Size is an impor- 
tant element, but a leggy horse is high- 
ly objectionable.

MIXING THEIR FARMING. 


Western Agriculturalists Show a Ten- 
dency In the Right Direction. 


Unquestionably, among the most im- 
portant, if not in itself the most im- 
portant, developments in Western 
Canada during the past couple of 
years has been the increased interest 
in safe and sane agriculture. 

Time was when the prairie pro- 
vinces limited their husbandry, if it 
may be included under that term, to 
the production of beef cattle. 

Then the agricultural balance tipped 
to the other extreme; instead of long 
strings of cattle cars, train upon train, 
every car with its thousand bushels 
of grain, made their way eastward 
across the prairies. 

Neither state of affairs was such as 
to assure the lasting agricultural pre- 
eminence of the Canadian West; the 
former underworked and the latter 
overworked the soil. A combination 
of these two, horse, swine and sheep 
raising and the growing of forage 
crops is the ideal agricultural state— 
the conditions that Western Canada 
agriculturists are successfully work- 
ing toward. 

Though during 1912 the acreage 
sown to wheat in the prairie provinces 
was considerably smaller than during 


he 


1911; oats, barley, and cultivated 
rrasses showed an increased acreage 
that more than offset the decrease 


first mentioned. 

On June 30, 1912, there were 10,000 
more dairy cows on Western Canada 
111, 
and 45,000 more than on June 30, 1908. 

During the period 1908 to 1912, 
vattle showed a slight increase in 
numbers; the increase in those fed by 
the small farmer more than offsetting 
the decrease on the large ranches. 

Of course, the increases noted 
not anywhere near what they yuld 
be, when the great increase in rural 
| population is taken into consideration. 

But still they show that at least a 
certain proportion of Western Cana 
dian farmers are going into live stock 
husbandry 

Horses, sheep and swine all show 
ineré both for the year and 
the five-year period, 

All of those give proof of the ad- 
vance in agricultural; assurance that 
the title “granary of the British Em- 
will prove insufficient in scope.

THe Dining Table.

There is @ 
right and easy way, and if it be ob 
served every day it will become a hab 
it and will be right for any larger din- 
ner and always in the accepted form 


for the chance visitor. It is well to 
emphasize the importance of giving 
your best, even to the family, Man 


ners soon grow into second nature and 
ace worth far more if they are man- 
ners of the everyday, polished kind and 
natural. The company manners never 
yet fooled any one with a worth while 
grasp on the things that count. Sun- 
duy and holiday manners that are put 
on like special party frocks and laid 
again never worth the 
trouble necessary for the deception. 
Even the dining table ccmes under this 
rule. 

The immaculate napery is one of the 
most important part of setting things 
on the table. Silver and brilliant cut 
glass will never outshine a coffee stain 
or a soiled centerpiece. Since napery 
must be washed it pays to do it regu« 
larly and well. 

A fern dish or a flat dish of flowers 
always brightens the dining table and 
should be a regular thing. The family 
is just as good as company, you know. 

On the table before the food in its 
dishes is placed should be’ put clean 
At the right, 
for a dinner, should be the knife for 
cutting meat, the soup spoon, the spoon 
for dessert and the small coffee spoon. 
forks at the left are used, the 
larger one being the regular dinner 
fork and the smaller one the salad 
fork, if the salad is to be a separate 
course. Two forks can Ge used other- 
wise, but they are not necessary. 

In front of each place to the right 
should be a glass for water, and it must 
be kept filled. No apology for a scald- 
ed throat should ever be relied on and 
can never excuse carelessness in re 
gard to water glasses. 

At the left and in front of the plate 
should be the small bread and butter 
plate, on which the butter spread—a

Y BUILDING BIG FLEET 


New Type of Ship, Which it ts Sald, 
Will Revolutionize Naval Warfare 


London, March 8.—A disclosure of 
supreme importance affecting the nav- 
al position of Great Britain is made in 
the Engineer, a’technical paper of the 
highest reputation, which does not 
Make statements without reliable au- 
thority. 

‘This journal gives details of a for- 
midable and entirely new type of war- 
ship which is being constructed for 
the German admiralty. The design 
was first offered to the British gov- 
ernment, but beyond a bare acknow- 
ledgement, no further action was 
taken, 

The new type is described as speed- 

than any dreadnought. It lles 
low in the water, not much more than 
awash, and it fights endon, The only 
target it presents to the enemy's fire 
is a bow shield sloping backward and 
of such shape and thickness as to be 
virtually impenetrable. 

It serves as the carriage of a single 
gun of maximum power, furnished 
with projectiles that play the part of 
aerial torpedoes, and the gun remains 
perpetually screened, except at the 
moment of firing. 

The vessel can be kept at sea In all 
Weathers and can fight effectively at 
the longest ranges. Twenty of these 
destroyers can be built for the cost 
of a single super-dreadnought and the 
German naval experts hold, with am- 
ple reason, that a super-dreadnought 
must inevitably succumb if attacked 
by even five of such small craft. 

It is stated by the writer of the art- 
icle in the Engineer that the attention 
of the British government was drawn 
to this type in a letter sent to Mr. As- 
quith some four years ago on behalf 
of a group of confidential engineers, 
who had been made acquainted with a 
certain design prepared conjointly by 
the late Sir Edward Reed (a former 
chief constructor of the navy) and the 
writer of the article. 

The design was prepared in 1884, 
and the engineers alluded to had elab- 
orated the design in accordance with 
the progress of naval architecture and 
armament between 1884 and 1909, and 
had also taken part in the development 
of submarine vessels for naval pur- 
poses. nf 

Mr. Asquith formally acknowledged 
the receipt of the letter, says the 
writer, and there the matter dropped 
so far as England was concerned. 

A different fate, however, awaited an 
analogous communication addressed 


by the same group of engineers to a/ 


high quarter in Germany. Action 


thereupon was at once taken under | 
conditions of a most profound secrecy | 
which have been successfully main-| 


tained for nearly four years. 

Matters have now reached a de- 
velopment of such magnitude, however 
adds the writer, that certain particu- 
lars of what Germany is doing have 
begun to leak out. 

He considers that in view of the 
astute attitude that has just been 
taken up by Grand Admiral von Tirpitz 
it seems desirable for the British pub- 
lic to be given an inkling of the true 
state of affairs. The German dread- 
noughts he declares to be a ruse. 

They loom large in popular estima- 
tion—and, it is feared, in that of the 
British admiralty also—as_ the first 
line of battle; but in reality they are 
intended to play a secondary part. The 
stress of conflict will lie with the Ger- 
man destroyers and submarines. 

In regard to submarines, the writer 
makes the equally startling assertion 
that a German physician of eminence 
has invented a way of bottling up light 
and redistributing it round a submerg- 
ed submarine. In the daytime, when 
the surface of the water if absorbing 
light, these rays can be caught up and 
reconverted into light under the sea 
to enable the commander of the sub- 
merged submarine to see his way 
fairly well. This means, he claims, 
that German submarines can be em- 
ployed for relatively distant expedi- 
tions without detection, as they need 
not show themselves in the daytime, 
and can wait for night before coming 
to the surface to renew their stock 
of air.
